Is New Plan Proposed

timcouraging conservation in the 
use of irrigation water and plac- 
ing the burden of the expense on 
those who use more water, a new 
plan of charging for water service 
was today proposed to the San 
Antonio Water company stock- 
holders by W. K. Beattie, presi- 
dent. Through assessments, funds 
are obtained at present. It is Mr. 
Beattie’s proposal to continue the 
assessments to cover fixed €X- 
penses and to create what is 
termed a ‘water delivery expense.” 

This new account would take 
care of the cost of supplying the 
water to the grower, charges to be 
based on 60 inches for 24 hours at 
40 cents per day inch, which 
charge would be adjusted to actual 
cost at the end of the year. A 
grower could order smaller heads 
ana the charge would be accord- 
ingly and other economies could 
be practiced, such as decreasing 
the number of irrigations at the 
beginning or end of the season, it 
is pointed out. 

This proposal is expected to re-| 
ceive considerable attention at the 
company’s annual meeting in the 
Chaffey auditorium Feb. 23. It |

The “assessment expense account” 
“would cover charges for the fol- 
lowing: water measurements, 
water conservation, repairs to tun- 
nels, executive salaries, legal ex- 
pense, pensions, insurance, taxes, ; 
loss on depreciation of capital as-| 
sets and depreciation of buildings, 
conservation works, tunnels, res-| 
ervoirs, pipe lines and office equip- 
ment, and amortization of bond 
discount and sinking fund.
